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In our last number we announced the intention of the Sacred Harmonic So- 
ciety to give a selection of anthems to be accompanied by the organ alone. This 
society, by its choral exhibitions, has already re-animated the taste for choral 
music in general throughout the country; and we would fain hope thgt by the 
contemplated application of its gigantic powers it may arouse the long-slumbering 
spirit of church music in particular. We have frequently taken occasion to 
Jament the present neglected state of music in our Protestant Churches: in our 
Catholic Chapels matters are otherwise ordered, and the consequence has been 
that many members of our establishment, influenced by the rapidly-increasing 
taste for sacred choral music, are induced to assist in the service of the Catholic 
Church. There is hardly a Catholic Chapel in the metropolis which will not ex- 
emplify the truth of this statement. Provincial choirs might traverse all our 
great metropolitan churches without finding aught worthy of emulation. 
There will shortly, however, we trust, if the efforts of the Sacred Harmonic 
Society are attended with their usual success, be an impetus given to all our 
choirs, and at the same time a guide and model furnished them, which will put 
to shame their present slovenly and disgraceful exhibitions, and eventually work 
a total reformation in the performance of our church music. With regard to the 
music itself the following spirited letter appears to us to contain many valuable 
remarks :— 
















To the Editor of the Musical World. 


Sir,—I hear that the vocal portion of the Sacred Harmonic Society’s next 
performance will consist of anthems selected entirely from English composers ; 
and as this performance is intended to be one only of a series, all who 
are acquainted with our cathedral music must anticipate for it a triumph 
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indeed. Though connected with that society, I have no authority or influence 
in the direction of its affairs, or the choice of music to be performed, which are 
(very properly) left to a committee of management. Will you, therefore, allow 
me, through your pages, to call the attention of the committee to the numerous 
productions of the old Italian masters in church music?“ They will find among 
them works of a kindred spirit with those of our Gibbons’s and Purcells, and 
Crofts—works too, like their’s, upon which the dust of years is fast collecting, 
and which are unknown but to the zealous few. 

Let the committee, in their next programme, insert the names of Palestrina or 
Gabrieli, or Festa, or Orlando di Lasso, or Carissimi. By all these, in common 
with our own composers, has the true alla Capella style been cherished. 

Into the arms of this society the genius of ecclesiastical music seems now to 
have thrown herself. How long, forlorn and comfortless has she lingered round 
the desecrated choirs of our cathedral, keeping watch over the shades of her 
gifted children, whose efforts she had so often crowned there? But those chil- 
dren are forgotten—in spirit, if not in name—their works thrown by, and her 
haunts polluted by the theatre and the concert-room. 

What a farce is the musical portion of the service in the Metropolitan Ca- 
thedral. A service by King or Kent is brought forward to impress the assembled 
multitude with the greatness of England’s sons in the divine art! How well the 
elegant prettinesses of this music accords with the grandeur of the building it is 
performed in! Listen! the anthem is given out. You hear a low rumbling 
noise, which at first you are at a loss to account for, but, as it increases, you 
recognise to proceed from the organ—chord piled on chord, till the bewildered 
ear almost refuses to perform its burthensome office, would indeed soon remove 
your doubt, if it could have more than a moment’s existence. Gradually this 
‘* power of sound” decreases, and in about five minutes we are again at peace. 
If the expression be not profane, I would say that no sincerer thanksgiving rises 
from that sacred fane than that which the astounded auditor pours forth when 
he is once again conscious of the bliss of silence. Alas! he knows not yet the 
extent of his suffering. The anthem is full. After a short chorus and a shorter 
verse, again bursts forth the organ, accompanying (as it is facetiously called) the 
anthem fo itsconclusion. The struggle between a dozen voices and two thousand 
organ-pipes cannot be long or doubtful. And how the organist revels in his 
victory! Truly his is a conquest. , 

For all this we cannot blame the choir-men—their duties, on the whole, are 
well performed. It is a misfortune to be sure that they are not all Stentors. 
But who has the choice and direction of the musical portion of the service? with 
him the discredit of such ridiculous exhibitions lies. Beneath his music desk he 
has an inexhaustible stock of verse anthems worthy of any Cathedral, and 
suitable to a choir shorn of its glories like that at St. Paul’s. Has he ransacked 
these? No! If hehave a verse anthem, Messrs. King and Kent are called into 
requisition, and it is not worth hearing—if it be a full anthem, it is not to be heard. 
Sometimes the gentlemen of the choir, in the excess of their jocularity, will even 
treat us to selections from the Messiah with a chorus of one to a part. This is 
truly fanny. The sublime in a nutshell. 

How long, sit, ate we to suffer this? How longis this mockery of gratitude— 
this profanation of holiness to exist? Are these offerings made by a richly- 
favoured nation to a gracious Deity? Are these fit sacrifices at his noblest 
shrines? these puny warblings of the sublime in art? 

The case of the cathedral choirs is hopeless. To the amateurs must we now 
look for the regeneration of the art--and may God prosper their efforts in the 
cause of sacred music. Your obedient servant,

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PHILHARMONIC NEW ORCHESTRA. 


The following sketch will convey a better idea of the new arrangements in the 
orchestra at the Hanover-square rooms, made by the directors of the Philhar- 
monic Society, than any written description that we could give :— 
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It will be observed that the leader, conductor, and singers, are brought close 
together, which cannot fail of proving highly advantageous. The violins are 
rendered more prominent, and the Lasses are more subdued ; while"the latter and 
the tenors are arranged together, making a sweep from the centre to the top of 

the orchestra on both sides of the principal violoncello and contra-basso, which 

are placed on an elevated platform, immediately behind the pianoforte. The 

band assembled for the first time this season, on Saturday evening, when the 

following composition were tried:—A characteristic symphony in G, by Spohr, 

led by Mr. Cramer, and conducted by Mr. C. Potter. The first movement is 
after the style of Bach and Handel, in 1720. The second an andante, after 
Haydn and Mozart, 1780; the third a scherzo a la Beethoven, 1810, and the last, 
evidently a satire on the crash and rattle of the modern French overtures. A new 
symphony, by Professor Walmisley, of Cambridge, led by Mr. T. Cooke, and con- 
ducted by the composer. This symphony consists of an introduction in C minor, 
a spirited movement in E flat, (much too long), an andante in B flat, scherzo in 
G minor (very clever), and finale in E flat. As a first attempt at compositions of 
the higher order for instruments, it reflects much credit on the composer. A 
symphony in C minor (No. 5) by Spohr, led by Mr. Loder, and conducted by 
Sir George Smart. This symphony was originally an overture only; but Spohr, 
being rather partial to it, dove-tailed some movements to it, and published it at 
Vienna lately. It is by no means one of his best works, nor did it make the least 
impression on this occasion ; should it ever be performed in public, we shall give 
a detailed account of it. Strangers will no longer be permitted to attend the 
rehearsals, for the tickets hitherto issued to the directors and members will not 
be granted; nor will there be any single tickets issued for the concerts, conse- 
quently, we may expect but a scanty attendance; for the subscriptions hitherto 
taken up do not exceed three hundred; to these must be added, the members’ 
associates, and their families, making a total of about four hundred. 
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THE MELODISTS’ CLUB. 


In a former number of the “Musical World,” we presented our readers 
with a sketch of the rise and progress of the Melodists’ Club, which was es- 
tablished in 1825 for the promotion of Melody and Ballad Composition, ia 
contra-distinction to the Madrigal and Concentores Societies, the Catch and 
Glee Club, the object of which is the encouragement of vocal music in parts. 
The Melodists give prizes annually to the composers of the best approved songs ; 
the candidates being confined to the honorary members of the club, consisting of 
Messrs. Braham, Bellamy, Bennett, Bedford, Balfe, Blewitt, Fitzwilliam, Hawes, 
Hawkins, Horncastle, Hobbs, King, Parry, Parry, jun., Stansbury, E. Taylor, 
J. Terrail, J. Wilson, and Sir George Smart. The prize this season will be 
fifteen guineas to the composer of the best national song, in the style of Rule 
Britannia; the competitors to provide the words from any sources, ancient or 
modern. The musical entertainment which the members and visitors of the 
Melodists’ Club enjoy, consists of a vast deal more variety than any other of the 
kind given in the metropolis; for, besides the classical glees, duets, and songs, 
instrumental performances are regularly introduced after dinner, and the follow- 
ing list of eminent artistes, who paid the club a visit during the last season, wilt 
give our readers some idea of the superiority of the entertainment :—Messrs. 
Moscheles, Potter, Schulz, Neate, Benedict, W. S. Bennett, and Kollman 
(pianoforte); Messrs. David, Mori, jun., Panofka, and Blagrove rage 
Messrs. Richardson and Sedlatzek (flute); Mr. Lindley (violoncello); Mr. G. 
Cooke (oboe); Mr. Wilman (clarionet); Mr. Harper, jun. (cornet a piston) ; 
Mr. Wright (harp); Signor Regondi (concertina); and Signor Puzzi (horn). 
The first meeting of the fifteenth season took place on Thursday last, at the 
Freemasons’ Tavern, E. Goldsmid, Esq., in the chair, when the following glees 
were sung in excellent style :—‘‘ Come, bounteous May,” “ Sleep, gentle lady,” 
** Beauties, have you seen a toy,” ‘‘Mynheer Von Dunck,” and Dr. Arne’s 
“Poculum,” solo by Mr. Bellamy, interspersed with a variety of songs. 
Mr. Neate performed “‘ Rule Britannia,” with his own variations, on the piano- 
forte, in a masterly manner, Mr. Richardson played Nil cor piu, with Nichol- 
son’s variations, on the flute, in a most brilliant style; and Mr. Eliason gave a 
beautiful romance of Beethoven’s on the violin, with infinite taste and expression. 
Sir George Smart presided at the pianoforte; the other professionals present, 
were Messrs. Bellamy, Terrail, Hawkins, Morley, Collyer, Handel, Blewitt, 
Walmisley, Parry, &c. &c. &c. The secretary (Mr. Parry) presented to the 
Club, on behalf of Mr. Bishop, six handsome volumes of glees, composed 
by the latter, and which form a portion of a complete collection Messrs. D’Al- 
maine and Co. are in the course of publishing. The donation was accompanied 
by a letter from Mr. Bishop, from which we have been favoured with the fol- 
lowing extract :—‘I beg, very respectfully, to offer this trifling tribute to the 
Members of the Melodists’ Club, as a small token of the opinion [ entertain ; 
that the formation of that society has tended greatly, and will continue to 
promote, the cultivation of pure melody in the music of our native composers. In 
my own humble efforts in musical composition, I have ever (whether successfully 
or not) aimed at the production of melody, and have invariably considered it 
as my ‘ leading star,’ and it is from my perfect conviction that good and appro- 
priate melody is the chief attribute of excellence in music of every style, from the 
simple ballad to the most elaborate composition, that I hail the establishment of 
the Melodists’ Club, from its patronage of native genius, and its encouragement 
of melody, as essentially calculated to aid the cause of the musical art in this 
country.” Mr. Bishop’s health was drunk with musical honours, and it was 
observed that we ought to feel proud of a man, whose fame as a dramatic com- 
poser was held in the highest estimation throughout Europe. The evening 
passed off in the most delightful manner, and those gentlemen who had been 
introduced as visitors for the first time, expressed in the warmest manner the 
high gratification they had enjoyed. The Melodists’ Club is by no means an ex- 
clusive society, for every member has the privilege of introducing a visitor

(subject to certain regulations). to its festive and harmonious meetings, which 
take place the last Thursday in the month, from January to June. Among 
several contributions of music to the society’s library, were copies of the various 
glees which had gained the prizes offered by the Liverpool Beefsteak Club. 





MUSICAL INTELLIGENCE. 
METROPOLITAN. 


New Orcan—Sr. Mary’s Catuouic Cuape,, Cuetsza.—A new organ, 
built by Bishop for this chapel, was opened by the organist, Mr. Joseph 
Warren, on Sunday last, being Candlemass-day—the Purification of the Virgin 
Mary—when a solemn high-mass was sung by the Rev. L'Abbe Voyeaux de 
Franous, assisted by the chaplains, the Rev. T. Sisk and the Rev. Mr. Robson. 
The mass selected for the occasion was Haydn’s third mass in D, which was 
sung by the usual choir, &c. The Organ is beautiful in quality, and sufficiently 
powerful for this chapel; it has two rows of keys, five stops in the swell, in- 
cluding coupler, and seven in the great organ, an octave and a half of German 
pedals, and four composition pedals. A curious custom is observed on Candle- 
mass-day in the Catholic service. Brandsays, “The name of Candlemass is 
evidently derived from the lights which were then distributed and carried about 
in procession.” Pope Sergius commanded that all the people “should go in 

rocession on Candlemass-day, and carry candles about with them brenning 
tbartig) in their hands, in the year of our Lord, 684.” In the first volume of 
Proclamation remaining in the archives of the Society of Antiquaries of London, 
is preserved an original one, printed in black letter, and dated 26th of February, 
30 Henry VIII., “ concerging Rites and ceremonies to be used in due forme in the 
Church of England,” in which we read as follows :—‘* On Candelmass Daye it 
shall be declared, that the bearynge of candels is done in the memorie of Christe, 
the spiritual lyghte, whom Simeon dyd prophecye, as it is redde in the Church that 
daye.”” In some of the ancient illuminated callendars, a woman holding a taper 
in each hand is represented in the month of February. ‘On the Purification of 
the Virgin Mary (says Dunstan, in his Concord of Monastic Rules), The monks 
shall go in surplices to the church for candles, which shall be consecrated, sprinkled 
with holy water, and censed by the abbot ; let every monk take a candle from the 
sacrist, and light it. Let the Mision be made thirds and mass be celebrated, 
and the candles after the offering be offered to the priest. In Roman Catholic 
countries it is the custom on that day to present the'organist with four large wax 
candles sufficient to last him a year.”

Reapinc.—A Vestry Meeting was held at St.#Laurence’s Church, on Monday last, for 
the purpose of electing an organist, in the room of Mr. Binfield, deceased. The vestry 
was completely crowded, most of the respectable rate-payers being present. After the 
expression of the loss the parish has sustained by the death of so respectable an inhabitant, 
and their sympathy with his family had been expressed in suitable terms, T. Ward, Esq., 
proposed, and T. Garrard, Esq., seconded the nomination of Miss Hannah Binfield as 
organist in the place of her parent. In making this proposition, Mr. Ward stated he felt 
more than usual interest in the proposal, as he had nominated the late Mr. Binfield to the 
office nearly forty years ago. Mr. Garrard dwelt in appropriate terms on the merits of 
the candidate, and passed a high and deserved eulogium on the deceased. He noticed 
Mr. Binfield’s extreme liberality at the time of improving and repairing the organ, 
not only by sacrificing his own commission on the amount, but defraying further expenses 
incurred in rendering.the work complete from his own purse. The reverend Vicar then 
put the proposition to the meeting, and all hands being held up in favour of Miss Hannah 
Binfield, that lady was declared unanimously elected. A motion was made by Mr. Herbert 
Lewis, seconded by Mr. Bulley, sen., and unanimously agreed to, that a mural monument 
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to the memory of Mr. Binfield be erected in the chareh by subscription of the in habitants ; 
and a committee was named to carry this gratifying testimonial to the merits of its object 
into effect. Mr. Bilson Binfield having entered the vestry, the reverend chairman offi- 
cially communicated the proceedings ; and Mr. Binfield, in feeling and most appropriate 
words, expressed his gratitude for this, and every other mark of kindness and sympathy 
conferred on his family during so many years residence in the parish. 

Giascow—The Distin Family.—This talented and justly-celebrated family gave their 
first coneert here this season, in the Trades’ Hall, on Wednesday evening last, the 30th 
ult., and nothing could exceed the success of the several performers, and the high grati- 
fication which the lovers of music must have enjoyed on the occasion. ‘ The light of 
other days,” played by Mr. H. Distin on the patent walking stick Cornetto, was given with 
such beauty and effect that it was warmly and enthusiastically encored. Mr. Distin, sen., 
performed on the trumpet, a fantasia, in which he executed the whole of the voice part of 
“The Soldier Tired,’”’ without missing a single quaver in the difficult triplets. On 
Friday evening he performed a fantasia equally difficult for that instrument, the voice 
part of “‘ The spirit of my sainted sire.” The Distins were assisted in the vocal depart- 
ment, by the Misses Hyland (late of the Theatre Royal Edinburgh), who sung “ We're 
owre young to marry yet,” “The keel row,” and “I’ve wandered in dreams,” in a way 
which fully supported their deserved reputation as vocalists. On the whole, we have 
hardly ever been present at a concert where the audience more unequivocally expressed 
their delight. : 

Mancugster.—Mr. Willman’s Concert, on Tuesday évetiiig, the 28th ult., was one 
of the most delightful concerts we have attended for some'tinte. Its distinguishing feature 
was the admirable eoncerto playing on two wind instruments, but very rarely heard in 
perfection in this part of the kingdom—the clarionet and flute. There was a well-selected 
little orchestra, led by Mr. C. A. Seyniour, and the wind instruments were played by a 
selection from the excellent military bands of the 79th Highlanders and the 96th regiment. 
The attendance was tolerably numerous, but, we fear, not highly remunerative to the 
beneficiare. Webet’s overture to Der Freyschutz ana Cherubini’s overture to Anacreon 
were finely given, and much applauded. Bishop’s quintettg “‘ The Grey Friar,” was well 
sung by Miss Hardman, Miss Graham, Mr. Sykes, and the Messrs. Isherwood. Miss 
Hardman sang Bishop’s “ Tell me my heart,” with much expression. Mozart’s lovely 
quintett, op. 108, was beautifully played. Mr. C. A. Seymour, Mr. Conway, Mr. Sudlow, 
Mr. W. Lindley, Mr. Molyneux, and Mr. Willman. Richardson delighted his auditory in 
two solos on the flute, and was highly and deservedly applauded. Willman also played a 
fantasia, introducing the air, ‘‘ Cease your funning,”’ om the cornet bassetto, and with Mr, 
Schott, the able band master of the 79th regiment, a coneertante clarionet duet in his 
usual exquisite manner. The concert closed with ‘* Oh! by rivers,’’—Wilson and Saville, 
atranged by Bishop, which was well sung by the different vocalists. Mr. James Isherwood 
ably accompanied the vocal musie on the piano with great taste, and sang with much 
feeling Barnett’s song, ‘‘ When first I met with thee.” 

Worcester.—The annual dinner of the Glee Club took place at the Crown Hotel 
yesterday. 





MISCELLANEOUS. 


Tue Music at THE Queen’s Marrtace which will take place at the Chapel- 
royal, St. James’s, on Monday next, at twelve o’clock at noon, will be under 
the direction of Sir George Smart, the senior organist, who will preside at the 
instrument, to which several alterations have been made by Gray, under Sir 
George’s direction ; these consist of a variety of mechanical contrivances by 
which he will be enabled to play in a temporary gallery erected in front of the 
organ, The performers wili merely consist of the gentlemen and choir-boys of 
the Chapel-royal. 

THALBERG completed his musical tour of the united kingdom, on Saturday 
evening at Coventry. In the course of this week a most superb and highly- 
ornamented massive silver inkstand will be presented to Thalberg, by a few mu- 
sical friends, in token of their admiration of his eminent talent as an artist, and 
their estimation for his private worth; this elegant tribute of regard was fur- 
nished by Mr. Ellis, of John-street, Oxford-street, and is valued at upwards of 
a hundred guineas. 

Roya. Socrety or Music1ans.—The hundred and second anniversary festi- 
val of this most excellent institution will be celebrated on the 10th of April. 
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Mrs. Atrrep Suaw.—We are happy to learn that our highly-gifted coun- 
trywoman, Mrs. Shaw, has excited a great furor at Novara. We subjoin a 
translation from an Italian newspaper, which shows that the favourable im- 
pression made by her last year at La Scala continues unabated :—*‘ The appear- 
ance of Mrs. Shaw in Arsaces was welcomed with enthusiastic applause ; this 
lady is already rich in the honours lavished upon her at the Scala last autumn— 
honours which signally confirmed the encomiastic opinion expressed of her in 
the newspapers of this country. Her contralto full of expression and pathos, 
had full scope for the richness and pnrity of its tones in this magnificent cha- 
racter, and was managed with the consummate taste and science of a real artiste. 
The manner in which she gave the recitative, cantabile, and cabaletta of the 
cavatina elicited repeated plaudits, and at the conclusion of it she was twice 
called for to the front of the stage. Her duett with Giordani (Assur) was greeted 
with three distict rounds of applause, and her execution of the rondo met with 
the same compliment. But the gem of the opera was the magnificent duett be- 
tween her and Duflot, which effectually crowned her triumph.” The next 
opera in which she is to make her appearance is ‘‘ La donna del Lago!”
